« sw York but nobody can make me 
illeve that they can turn an elk Into 
a domestic pet. 

JarTh# editorial In question says “the 
Other day" It was reported elk secured 
by the New York Conservation coin* 
" mission were turned loose but most 
of them later wandered hack Into the 
enclosed field. In which they had been 
held for awhile. 

The ‘other day'* was probably one 
day last winter. It's rating cold Jn 
some parts of New York and It is a 
well known fact that the elk In the 
Jackson Hole country and other parts 
■ of the west come down to the ranches 
the winter and eat hay when the 
' jange grass Is snowed and frozen un¬ 
der. In tills the elk differs from the 
mule deer and other deer that he will 
go dowrvjnto tlm meadows for hay 
rather than starve. 

Kfforts to restock the east with elk 
have not been hlgh.ly successful. 
Pennsylvania has marie some success 
In this work until open seasons on 
old stags have been declared for' the 
past few years. The herd Is *t’lll very 
carefully protected. The deer seems 
to do well most anywhere a rabbit 
oan live but the elk seems to need a 
much wider range and does not do 
well In a thickly populated country. 

Some fifteen or more years igp 
when game and fish affairs In the 
elate were operated under a state 
game warden system, a shipment of 
jelk were secured from the Yellow¬ 
stone park and turned loose in the 
Alleghenies east of the Greenhfler 
river In Pocahontas county. They 
disappeared and were never heard 
from. It later developed that in the 
winter, following the nature of the 
•Ik, they wandered down .put of the 
mountains In the foothill' farms of 
Virginia and were butchered now and 
then by the farmer folks. 

The tradition still remains. Back

Williams, Gauley and Grantorry you 
will hear at Intervals Of a track that 
la “too blf to be a dear.”

tracks myself. This, deer, and. he 
must have been a lunger, had one 
clubbed hoof.

We later reatoned - tha% this old 
buck had been shot through the hoof 
tirmny years before and the dub • that 
developed made the hirger and odd 
shaped track. Moments like Che 
above when a deer track two |nd 
three quarters fnchea-wlde at xhe 
heel are seen on some remote ridge, 
or a three pound trout Is hooked /for 
a moment and then lout* wifi, I hope, 
span the bridge between the lives of 
our pioneer ancestors and the outdoor 
recreation of generations of,.tire fu¬ 
ture. .. * ^ a

It Is Big Chief, Wade Pepper, who 
speaks thus in the Clarksburg Expon¬ 
ent. May be l had better leave good 
enough alone, but his words will hard¬ 
ly fill the columns which gap before 
me. So 1 will add a bit, about the 
Elk. 

Some twenty years or less years ago. 
the elk were starving In the Jackson 
Hole Country of Wyoming. They had 
come down from their summer home 
In the Yellowstone by tlie thousands, 
to find their winter feeding, ground 
fenced up by ranchers. The govern¬ 
ment allowed and urged state game 
commissions to ship the surplus out 
for cost of catching and carriage. 
The deep snows made catching easy, 
and a number of eastern states avail¬ 
ed themselves of the opportunity to 
bring back the noble elk to their 
woods. If l remember right, some 
sixty head came to West Virginia, 
and all were turned loose In the 
Alleghanies. near Minnehaha Springs. 

I wanted some of them to be put' in 
the Black Forest of Cherry, Oran 
berry, Williams, Gauley, Elk, Client, 
and Tygarts Valley, but I could not 
exert sufficient pull on the then game 
commissioner, who was Interested In 
a good sized preserve on the A He- 
ghunies. 

I want to switch off to say that the 
Alleghany is deer woods par excel¬ 
lence, but, while extending for hun¬ 
dreds of miles of forest, it is only 
eight or ten miles across from farms 
to farms. - 

The elk arrived in tine shape In the 


middle of winter.- It was thought a 
good Ideiw'con.1ne them and bait 
them with hay until the spring range 
was ready for stocks Oto wonderful¬ 
ly fine spirited two year old bull, that 
hail fussed and fought all* the way 
across the continent, knocked down 
the'fence and led about one half- the 
band of sixty odd head to tlie moun¬ 
tains for keeps. T**® r ®®* were herded 
back tn the pen; fed up a month or 
so, brought into a scinWoiueaUcated 
state, ayul then turned Ur Cite woods. 
These would not stay pdt. ,Thej t were 
worse than pet crows. Tbe| 141 acted 
like people looking for a pension. 
Tliey had lost the fear of map, and 
they ooufd hop Over any sort of farm 
fence. In Hie early siting they wpqld 
come Into‘the wheat v fields and eat 
up fhe shooting gralnX: Tiie farmer 
wduld seek h|sT*lthfpl atbek driving 
dog -on them, *hd sa® sol^e of "the elk 
deliberately set about toNfcramp him 
to death If he did hot go away front* 
tlmt place and not stand on his man¬ 
ner of going. * Whit grain they left, 
they would come back, to eat,In the 
dozen. In the fall one o(* ti» great 
slab sided blasts woi Id go up to a 
shock holding one hundred 4iUIs olN 
corn and stand by .until he ate the 
last of Tlie farbiers stood that 
treatment" just as long as you and I, 
and maybe .hot so long. That range 
did not know those tf&lf-tamed elk 
from that time or forever. 

The others went to tlie highest, 
wildest part of the range. .An occa¬ 
sional one was seen; tte sign indicated 
that they were Inc easing rapidly. 
They were knowrutd-range from 
Frost to White Sulphur--some thirty! 
odd miles. Some of the timber was 
logged. The reports kept coming In 
that coon bklnneis. log camps were 
being supplied with elk meat.,. The 
sign near. Minnehaha Springs showed 
only a monster bull and three,or four 
cow tracks. Then these were seen no 
longer. 

Then reports began to come In that 
thb elk In- the State^of Virginia had 
put In the Bland- County wilderness 
had Increased wonderfully. This is 
some hundred miles to the south, atid 
1 have always thought our elk took a 
little migration and finding a wild 
country to suit have^tiever returned. 
Later, reports liavs come to me that 
there have been for a number of year* 
a small band of Elk on North Moun¬ 
tain In llardy and Hampshire Coun¬ 
ties. There Is a possibility that some 
of the. Pocahontas elk wandered a 
couple of days journey to the north. 
The only other place they could have 
come from was Pennsylvania, but the 
chances favor the nearer range of

In the papers of my father, the 
late Won T. Price. U D . was the 
diary he kept when he went out with 
the troop* of the Ikate of Virginia, 
on the first campaign of th* war be 
tween the State*. This la the fourth 
Installment. Aside from It* histori¬ 
cal value, It Is most Interesting^ 
written: _ v 


Grafton, May 27, 1861—This Mon¬ 
day morning, 1 mainly spent In writ¬ 
ing the first pages of this diary In the 
midst of much bustle and excitement. 
Tl»e laxly at whose house I had spent 
the night repeated over and over un¬ 
til It became a kind of refrain with 
her that she believed the Virginia 
troop* were afl gentlemen and would 
not hurt her, still she believed It 
would be better to pack up a few of 
her most valuable things and be reftd> 
to move to the country at a moment's 
warning. She wished To know what 
I thought about it. In reply I told 
. her It was one of those cases In which 
we could not be certain as to what 
would be the best to do. For subse 
quent events might show that mov¬ 
ing was altogether unnecessary: then 
It might be shown also that It ouglrt 
to have been done. To me It seemed 
that one thing was si», .that by 
moving on$.would be on the safe side 
This advIceThaci occasion to repeal 
very frequently on the route from 
Huttonsvltle to Grafton. 

Monday afternoon 1 left Grafton t< 
visit a relative near Webster and find 
some repose from the wearisome de¬ 
pression 1 felt coming on me. 1 
made a short atop at Fetferinan 
where 1 met a fellow member of Lei 
ington Presbytery, at whose licensure 
1 had assisted some seven or eight 
* months previously at the Old Stone 
Church—Rev. John Brunch. He ap 
j>eared In much perplexity. Ills affin¬ 
ities were with the provisional troops, 
while his people were mainly other¬ 
wise Inclined. Many families of hh 
charge ‘had suddenly' vacated theh 
homes and he knew not wheVe to seek 
refuge for his own. 1 made some ar 
rangementa with him for assistance 
In preaching to the soldiers. 

From his house I ment up to Fet 
terraan Barracks, where Capt. An¬ 
drew G. McNeel's Company of caval¬ 
ry from Pocahontas county were quar 
tered. This appeared to be a select 
company composed of many of the 
choice young men of the county, but 
all seemed much discouraged and at 
a loss what to do with themselves 
They were without arms and belnn 
on the most exposed outpost "of Vir¬ 
ginia they were In hourly dangei 
of being surprised . ahd captur¬ 
ed. They feelingly realized that they 
ought never to have come here In flu 
tirst place, poorly prepared as they 
were. Their regret seemed to be that 
they had yielded to the advice and 
even persuasion of some over zealous 
friends to come with the expectatlor 
that If a cavalry outllt^was not to be 
had they might be Induced to dls 
mount, send their horses home and 
form an Infantry company. Tu-Jids. 
it wa# found, that very few would 
consent to oe mustered in as infantry, 
consequently they should have been 
sent hom* at once. There were thos« 
however who were highly Indignant 
at the idea of these young inexperi¬ 
enced and unarmed troops being sent 
buck to a post of comparative safAy % 
where they could drill and wait for 
'arms, because of the moral effect It 
might have on friend or foe. It 
would Injure the cause of Virginia, 
such argued, ~Tor ttre* report to go 
abroad that a company was with¬ 
drawn because the requsite arras 
could not be provided. Such was the 
infatuation of even highly honorable 
men in times of war delirium. Some 
of these very persons did exert influ¬ 
ence upon the policy of tire command 
Ing officer. 

Upon leaving the camp I rode lels- 
urlf along toward Webster, some¬ 
what at a loss us to the right road to 
take for the home 1 had set out to 
find. At some distance from the road 
down a quiet and beautiful vale 1 
observed a neat' homestead embower¬ 
ed among the trees, on the fringes ot 
a meado w as pretty as meadows can 
be at this seasonr*-Being char med by 


the surroundings of this dwelling and 
yielding to the Impulse of the 
moment 1 left the road and turned 
my course towards it. Tire path 1 
selected curved around a.hi 11 which 
led me rather away from tire house 
but brought me in view of another 
homestead. 1 at once changed ray 
purpose and rode up to the nearer 
house to make inquiry. A venerable 
man responded to my call, his benev¬ 
olent face pleased me very much and 
i had no hesitation in making my¬ 
self known and what 1 wished. He 
had a son in tire Virginia Provisional 
army fnd he would .be very much 
pleased to have me as^ong as 1 wish¬ 
ed to remain at Ids home. The home 
circle as it then was consisted of the 
aged parents and two daughters, who 
had manifestly ripened into woman 
hood bOtuetime before the war had 
commenced. One of them retired 
quietly to what 1 presume was the 
wardrobe, and soqr* thereafter made 
her appearance In the company room 
with a bccession badge pinned over 
her heart, which | was a highly pleas¬ 
ing token In Its significance at that 
lime- Mutual confidence soon pos¬ 
sessed us all, and with a sense of se¬ 
curity rarely experienced In wartimes 
among strangers i spent most pleas¬ 
antly what remained of the evening 
At lamily worship nothing seemed 
more appropriate than the words of 
the Psalmist. ... . t 

"Bless the Lord, O my soul and 
forget not all Ids benefits, who for- 
gtvelh all thy iniquities, who healeth 
all thy diseases; who redeemeth thy 
Ufe from destruction. V* ho crowneth 
thee with loving kindness and tender 
mercies; Who forglvetu'ttd tMMiniqj 
id ties; Who satlsfieth thy mouth 
with good things s# that thy youth Is 
renewed like the eaglets.

Tuesday, May 28th, 1861.—It mes 
me to find 'that my diary does not 
give the name of the good people 
filth Whom 1 was that morning, hav¬ 


ing received me as a stranger and] 
treated me as a brother in Christ, the 
best In tlielr power to beatow. J 

About the time It was clearly light; 
a neighbor hurried In bringing ti e 
startling intelligence tint the Union 
troop* were looked for during the day 
and the expectation was that there 
would be s battle near Prunly Town 
some time real soon. 

Early In the foremon I set out to 
find my relatives near Webster, and 
dined with them. « Somewhat late In 
the afternoon I went to Webster, 
where 1 saw the Virginia troops on 
their retirement r to Philippa, where 
It was the Intentitou to make a stand 
and offer battle ft pursued by Union 
forces. Thereupon 1 returned to my 
relative's Mra./llannah Slnsel'*, and 
spent the night. The next morning 
site would have* rite go. with her t>. 
make the acquaintance of her hu* * 
band s family' Just In sight.. In ttie 
meantime she Informed me that he 
was one pf tm strongest Union men 
of the whole vicinity and prepare ray 
self for hearing some Wild talk/ I 
found him a personality of very serl 
ous venerable appearance and would 
have marie a fine representation .-of 
bow I Imagine Jeremiah,- the weep 
ing prophet, must have appeared 
when he desired his head to be s. 
fountain of patriotic tears for the 
troubles of his country, when he ex 
claimed in pathetic anguish, 14 Who 
will give my head waters and my eyee 
1 fountain of tears that I might weep 
day and night for the slain of the 
diughters of my people. 

lie received roe very kindly Indeed, 
out It seemed to have cost him an 
effort for he war Intensely excited 
and tremulous with deeply agitated 
reeling. It was not rong*4»<urg_U»e 
sad Lale uf his care was duly unfolded? 
Ills oxewlias been impressed the day 
before in the service of the Virginia 
Provisional Army. He said that ever 
since the troops had first come about 
he had tried very bard to stiff!** all 
feelings of revenge but for the time 
being he was over, powered when tlie 
news came that his oxen and wagon 
had been taken for military uses so 
dreadfully contrary to his wishes and 
principles. But he said, “As I work¬ 
ed In ray field my prayer all day long 
was that these Virginia troops might 
all tlee before the Union men, and 
that not one of them be hurt. ” 

1 remained several hours with him 
and made numerous inquirers as to 
how the pray ing people of his wide 
circle of relatives and acquaintances 
felt toward the friends of Virginia In 
ihe stand the Provisional GovernJ 
merit had taken. It became very ap 
parent the religious feelings of most 
people were very intense Indeed. The 
burden of their tearful cries to heav¬ 
en were not revengeful in their tone, 
but that all might flee as chaff before 
*he northern blast. Soon after din 
ing with this praying Union pairl 
arch 1 resumed my way toward* 
Fhlllppa. A few miles being made I 
was on the verge of nervous prostra¬ 
tion and found it difficult to keep my¬ 
self In the saddle. Moreover* being 
desirous to learn something of public 
sentiment in Barbour county, 1 called 
at Squire Wood ford’s, a prominent 
citizen of that county, and at the 
time presiding justice of the county 
court, ills'manner toward me was 
quite cordial, insisting upon my re¬ 
maining until morning as it would 
be quite late before l.' COuld read 
Philippa. Our interchange of views 
was of a very frank, pleasant charac¬ 
ter. He was a "plain blunt man, 
called a spade* a spade, a strong Un-j 
ion man and had a son in the Union 
Army, as he hail left home a few days 
previously for the purpose of enlist¬ 
ing as a Union volunteer. 1 was 
treated with hearty kindness. Mrs 
Woodford was very cordial, and she 
joined in a pressing invitation to sta> 
with them as much and as long as I 
could find it convenient to do so. 1 
was inclined to reuuin with them 
during the forenoon at least. Hut as 
the day wore on 1 became restless 
and uneasy in a measure in conse¬ 
quence of several persons coming and 
going. One man in particular was 
there a few minutes in the early 
morning who had not been in the 
neighborhood for several years, but 
had been in Ohio ' He eyed me very 
closely and then withdrew with the 
Soulre to have some piivate conver¬ 
sation with him beyond my hearing, 
and then went away. .Early in the 
afternoon a young man called at the 
gate to deliver a message, but being 
told tliiit. 1 was in the house, he dls- 
mounted and came In. His manner 
was quite restrained and his replies 
to my questions very dry and rather 
evasive. In conversing with a mem¬ 
ber of the family in an undertone I 
heard enough to ascertain that young 
Woodford had gone to meet the Un¬ 
ion troops and that there were armed 
men gathering in the woods not far 
away. It was not long before I look¬ 
ed up my horse and inquired if there 
was a po&tofflce anywhere near Mrs. 
Woodford pressed me to return after 
posting in y mail and spend another 
night. When 1 reached the main 
road I headed for Philippa in a trot 
where-l arrived at sunset, and was 
most kindly received by Mr.*and Mrs; 
Morrall. - ? 

It was now Thursday, May 30th, 
1891, and 1 remained over until Mon¬ 
day followinif, & the troops had gone 
into quarters and were preparing to 
make a stand unless threatened by- 
overwhelming numbers The time 
passed somewhat tediously on Friday 
and Saturday. There was nothing 
to be heard from Grafton. A squad 
of Mr Loudermilk’s cavalry reported 
themselves ambushed fourteen inWes 
from Philippa, and one of them woun 
ded and left to be captured. Groups 
of soldiers were at drill, otherwise 
there seemed to be but little order 
prevading the camp. 

On Friday 1 met Col. Porterfield 
and was invited to take tea with him 
at his quarters, and 1 found him a 
very intelligent and affable gentle¬ 
man. During the interview he told 
an incident that indicated 't tiff-state 1 
of feeling of higher circles of Nor¬ 
thern people towards the Seceding 
Ylrgtntas. it-wa* to The affect that 
the Rev. Dr. l^rrlson, pastor of the 
Alexandria Church, had a conversa¬ 
tion, with an eminent Philadelphia] 
divine in regard to our national trou¬ 
bles. The northern minister of the 
city of brotherly love declared v<ry 
warmly that the government must be 
supported at the sacrifice of much 
life 1 1 need be. So it seemed It mat-

The most Important tiling, as I 
see It, aocomplUhed by thtf legisla¬ 
ture was giving Governor Kump a 
free hand to reorganize the state gov- { 
ernment. lie can combine or abolish 
state agencies and commissions, and 
cut down the payroll to meet present 
contingencies. For two years, the 
Governor Is given power to do as he 
see** lit with any office or ofllclal sal¬ 
ary that Is not specifically mentioned 
in the constitution. 

As this Is written, It Is not expect¬ 
ed that the legislature can now do 
Jtttle more than pass upon a "skele¬ 
ton” budget bill, and await the call 
of the Governor for a Hpeclul session. 
The deficit hanging over from the 
preceding administration Is four roll-' 
lion dollars or more. This deficit, the 
school and road bills, revenue and 
economy-itteeeiirea fjwll) have to-be 
considered In a special session called 
by the Governed.

COUNTRYSIDE BROADCA SINGS 

By Dr. II. W. McLaughlin. 

Single wheat-growing farms in K*n 
sas and N* hraska produce more wheal 
than moat whole counties in the 
United States. There are cotton 
rows in Texas ten miles long. These 
large-production farms are operated 
in the main by mobile tenants. Much 
of the woik Is done by migrants who 
mow* from place to place. The con¬ 
ditions under which such’ workers 
live, are degrading The population 
produced by such a state of society, 
const Rules one of our gravest nation¬ 
al perils. 

T hese large-production rpmmercla) 
farmers produce the surplus which 
deflates the market, and puts out of 
business the small-unit farm family 
They make It impossible for the av¬ 
erage farmer to pay Ids taxes and 
interest, to say nothing of the prin 
cl pal on his mort gages. Tills compe 
tit Ion has destroyed buying power on 
the part of the farmer, who Is hot 
only a producer but a consumer of 
goods. 

• To establish prosperity, the buying 
power of the family farmer mustJ* 
restored. If the buying power of the 
family farmer is to be restored, he 
must get his products something like 
the cost of production. The law of 
supply and demand would stabilize 
prices If there could be removed from 
the market, the surplus production. 

These mass producers and commercial 
farmers cause the surplus, and they 
should bear the cost of marketing the 
surplus.

Arctic Patrol 

There Is no more romantic force In 
the - world than the Canadian Mounted 
police, at one time known as the 
North West Mounted police. From out¬ 
posts In the Arctic Islands "The 
tfountlea" patrol the “roof of the 
North American continent" and carry 
the king's law to withjn ten degrees 
of the pole. In 1874, tbe force, then 
composed of 300 men of all ranks, 
nmde a demonstration from Red River, 
Manitoba, 2.000 miles scross prairies 
to the foot of the Rockies. Ever 
since, the Indians have regarded the 
red coats as their friends When a 
treaty between the Blackfoot Indians 
and the government was under nego¬ 
tiation. their chief said: "They have 
guarded us as the feathers guard the 
birds from the snows of winter. I 
will sign." The force numbers 2,500 
officers and men. They watch the In¬ 
ternational boundaries to protect rev¬ 
enue apd prevent the entrance Into 
Canada of undesirables, and they also 
do excellent service In keeping a watch¬ 
ful eye on drug smugglers.

Woodpecker E»ty to Recogniie 

The woodpecker Is the easiest of all 
birds to recognise. Ills habits are pe¬ 
culiar and distinctive. He clings to 
the side of a tree or pole as If thrown 
there and stuck. True, other birds— 
chickadees, created titmice, nut¬ 
hatches. snd brown creepers, to name 
r few—climb up and down tree-trunks, 
but these do It with a pleasing grace 
wholly unlike the woodpecker's clum¬ 
sy and awkward movements. And. as 
moat of them are much smaller than 
the woodpecker, there la Uttle danger 
of making mistakes in recognition. 
The nuthatches are possibly the only 
birds likely to he confused with him; 
but their peculiar habit of traveling 
down a tree-trunk head foremost dla- 
tlngulshes them from the woodpeck¬ 
er, who always backs up when moving 
downward.—Our Dumb Animals.

CHRISTMAS TIME IS COOKIE 
TIME 

Y EARS ago housewives spent 
many wearisome hours In the 
kitchen baking Christmas 
cookies, to those days one had to 
bake the cookies aa toon aa they 
wero rolled or they would "spoil." 

Today you can have a variety ot 
the family's favorite cookies without 
oipendlng loo much of the energy 
which should be reserved for other 
Christmas festivities. The electric 
refrigerator solves many old-time 
problems. You can prepare various 
ocoble mixtures whenever you have 
spare time, wrap them In cellophane 
or wax paper and store In the re 
frigerator. TSe^ will keep for at 
least a week. Then, all the baking 
may be done on one day. When you 
are ready to bake, allce the cookies 
aa you would bread, or roll and cut 
Into fancy shapes. No additional 
flour need be added.' 

Aside from the time aud energy 
you save, cookie mixtures are actu¬ 
ally Improved for spending some 
time In the refrigerator. Rich dough 
la difficult to handle when freshly 
mixed, but wtieh placed In the re 
frigerator for even an hour or two 
It will be easy to roll or slice. •

I have somewhat against 
the skunk as a destroyer of nests of 
the ground nesting birds, but he has 
his place in the great economy scheme 
of nature as a destroyer of grub 
worms and an ’eater of vermin.

Say that the open 
season Is shortened a month in the | ma . n y *™° n8 
fall, that Is the time of year that his 
work Is all good, digging out grubs 
and the like. 1 connot say from ob¬ 
servation to what extent, If any, a 
tkunk eats chestnuts, acorns, beech 
nuts, etc.’ it has always seemed % 
shame Xo me that after keeping a 
skunk a whole year, through seasons 
In which he does some devilment, to 
kill him at a time when he Is doing 
all good and no harm; to sacrifice tbs 
life for a fur skin that Is practically 
worthless, when four more weeks 
would make that pelt valuable and 
In great demand. It may be said 
l>ecember skunks are harder to come 
upon than November ones That Is 
somewhat open to argument. 1 
know It Is true now that the Decem¬ 
ber ones are harder to come by, but It 
Is because the surplus of the crop was 
killed off In November.- I expect it 
would be proven true that If the clos 
ed season was extended for a month, 
there would be no difficulty in get¬ 
ting tbe prime skins than Is nowin 
getting the worthless blue pelts. In 
this connection let me say that 
March first is plenty late to close the 
season on skunks. After the middle

Two weeks later we started the boun¬ 
dary survey of Soneca State Forest. 

About the middld of September' 
we started work on the dam PA miles 
west from Camp Seneca, on Little 
Thomey. 

During the fall we collected wal-j 
nut and pitta seeds for the state pur- 
sery. 

When the fire season started we 
organized a fire patrol and so offici¬ 
ant was their work there was not a 
single fire in our district. 

During November we planted 31 
acres • of sparse growth ground to 
poplar, walnut and pine. 

In December vre started building 
truck trails to penetrate the forest 
in all directions needed for fire pro¬ 
tection. 

In February we started building 
paths for sight seeing tours through 
the forest 

The roadside clearing was done 
during the winter months, in some 
ca*«s with the snow twenty inches 
deep. The brush for 100 feet on; 
each side of the road was cleared a- 
way and burned, for fire prevention 
and road beautification. 

Thera were only two small fires 
in the forest this spring, and they 
were readily controlled. We sent 
men as far away as White Suplhur 
to held fight fire* and answered every 
call for help that came to u». To 
indicate how ready the men were to 
help in this work, on one call at re¬ 
quired/ only fifteen seconds to load 
a truck with eighteen men and start 
it for the fire. 

The cooperation the Army * has 
given us in these projects, and the j 1 
energy and morale displayed by the t 
men at work, merit our highest pra- s 
ise, and we are glad to acknowledge i 
our debt to them. i 

The money expended in these pro¬ 
jects will be a permanent investment 
of great value to the stale of West 
Virginia, not only in forest products, 
but also in recreational facilities for 
the citizens of the state.

Tiro family trace tlrolr descent 
from one Samuel Ruck man, a native 
of England, born In 1843 He lived 
awhile In northeaat Wales. lls 
brought- his f«rody to Long Island, 
New York, in 1 »2. That same year 
he had a son. 'l human, born on Long 
Island. Tiro nest link in tiro ances¬ 
tral chain to- James, son of Tlromaa, 
horn In New Jersey, In 1718. Then 
•■omes David, sondf James, born In 
New Jersey In 1747. 

This David waa the progenitor of 
the Ruckman relational^ In High¬ 
land and Pocahontas counties. He 
came to what to now southeast High¬ 
land about 1784, settling In Hack 
Creek valler, near Hetbel Church, 
Mill Gap postofflee. Ills wife was 
Susanna Utile, of New Jersey. She 
came to Pocaltonlaa one hundred years 
ago with her son, David, and died 
about 1845. at an advanced age. I 
feel ad re that my father kuew her, as 
he waa fifteen jours old when alro 
died.' Anyway he recorda tiro follow¬ 
ing interesting recollection of her. 

Mrs. Ruckman waa a woman of 
high aaperatlona and longed for some¬ 
thing far better than she could get 
In New Jersey. Marvelous accounts 
seemed to have been reported about 
the beauty, wealth and happiness of 
soutlrorn homes. That in Virginia 
people lived In houaea with earthen 
doors, discarding the use of wood. 
She seemed to have gathered from 
this that tloore were of mosaic work, 
such as princes have about their 
houaea In the old country, Up«m 
reaching tiro place of deatlnallon, and 
finding what earthen floors meant on 
on the Virginia frontier, her disap¬ 
pointment was so Intense that she 
wished to return at once; but circum¬ 
stances were such that this waa Im¬ 
possible. So the situation waa ac¬ 
cepted, went to work, and a home 
was reared out of the Virginia forest." 

David and Susannah were the par- 
ents of four sons and four daughters: 
Samuel, John, James and Davui 
Little; Elizabeth, Sophia, Mary and 
Hannah. 

Samuel’s first wife was Nancy 
Hartman, and his second Margaret 
Siaven, both of l’ocahontaa County. 

John went to Ohio and James set¬ 
tled In lllnola; Mary went with her 
hrulher to Ohio; Elizabeth became 
the wife of John Gum. I find no 
record of Sophia and Hannah. 

David Little Ruckman was born 
on Little Hack Creek and he came to 
Pdcahontaa In 1832 and located cn 
the plantation now owned by Fred 
Ruckman. He died In 1841. Ilia 
wife was Priscilla Wade, daughter of 
Otho Wade. She died In 1880. 

Their eldest son Charles married 
Margaret Grlfttn, and went to Ohio. 

Samuel died, aged fifteen years 
The third son waa Colonel John 
Wade Ruckman.' Ills wife was Mar¬ 
garet Ann Moore. Their son Mathew 
married Margaret Ilogsett. who lives 
at thq homestead with her son Fred. 

James Watts Ruckman married 
Caroline Brulley, daughter ef Patrick 
HrutTey. Tlrolr son was William 
Wallace Ruckman, who married Ellz- 
beth Patton; their son Is Early Ruck¬ 
man, of Stamping Creek. James W. 
Ruckman’a second wife was Caroline 
Arbogast. Tlrolr sons, the late M. 

V. Ruckman; O W. Ruckman, James 
R. Ruckman, at whose home the 
reunion will be held next Sunday.

There to the great danger of Invltlug 
Injury and lose through burglar yor 
hold-up, loea by misplacement and 
tiro Incentive to more readily spend 
undepuslted cash. Furthermore the 
amount of credit extended to the 
farmer and business men of the com¬ 
munity to dependent on the amount 
of funds deposited In bank. The co¬ 
operation of tiro public is solicited by 
tiro banks, upon whom la placed the 
burden of collecting and accounting 
for this Ux. 


HOW ONE STATE DOES IT 

Operation of Tennesse’a new bill 
board tax law will be watched with 
Interest throughout'theeountry. 

t Hiding Inadequate other methods . 
of coping with encroachments of the! 
billboard,, which had reached the 
proportion* of a highway peril, the 
Tennessee legislature at Its last ses¬ 
sion Imposed a billboard license fee 
of $100, and authorized counties and 
municipalities to charge similar fees. 
It applies alike to all signs, large or 
small. 

Commenting on the Tennessee 
method tiro Huntington Advertiser 
says: 

’’It la not expected that the tax or I 
fee will produce much revenue, for It 
is regarded as virtually prohibitive 
In most Instances, where tiro signs 
have been erected without paying 
the fee the companies have removed 
them rather than pay. If Tennessee 
persists In this policy It may pretty 
well free Itself in tune or the bUI j 
board nuisance, for existing struct¬ 
ures will deteriorate and new ones i 
would be subject to the fee.” 

Whether cr not all the blUboardal 
should be banished from the oountry-! 
side may lie a matter of debate. 1 
That they must be restricted, how- i 
ever, and’ that they should be ade¬ 
quately taxed, cannot oe denied. 
Already the virtually promiscuous 
use of outdoor signs has ruined the 
sceulc beauty of many sections of the ! 
country, and In places actually has 
Imperiled tiro safe movement of traffic I 
Moreover, billboards make Indirect 
use of tbe highways, without which 
tlroy would be valuleas. They should 
pay for tiro privilege/”— Wheeling 
intelligencer. 


Private Distribution of Mall Illegal 

The business of carrying letters Is , 
a government monopoly and private 
distribution of monthly bills or state 
ments Is In violation of the law ac- 
cording to an announcement received 
at the Charleston postofflee from tiro 
national postofflee department. 

Tiro statement, Issued over the sig¬ 
nature of W Irving Glover, second 
assistant postmaster general, reads as 
follows: 

’’The department 1s In receipt of 
numerous reports that on account of 
the Increase In postage rates Individ¬ 
uals and companies are planning to 
make deliveries under contract or on 
a piece work basis of monthly bills, 
statements, etc., for business concerns 

•‘As tiro private express statutes 
(sections 1258-1271, postal lawa and 
regulations) give to the federal gov¬ 
ernment the monopoly of the busi¬ 
ness of carrying letters, the proposed 
methodB of handling these bills, etc., 
Is In violation of the law.

Grove, It will pay one to^stop to^ ex¬ 
amine this statue which stands ten 
feet high, Is mounted on a six-foot 
base and has a two foot foundation. 

Logan County, second In production 
of coal to Mclkmell, was first settled 
In 1794. It wan made a county by 
the General Assembly of Virginia on 
January 12, 1824. and comprised what 
Is now Fayette, Hsleigh. Mingo and 
Wyphilng counties. It wav named 
lor Logan, chief of the Mingo Indians 
In 1920 It had a population of 40,008; 
ty 1930, the population had Increased- 
to 58,534. 

The principal city and county seat 
bears the same name as the .county. 

When it was organized In 1826 by 
authority of t)ie General Assembly of 
Virginia, It was cal Med Lawnavllle. 
hut when It was incorporated In 1852 
the name was changed by Dr. Thom¬ 
as Dunn English, author of "lien 
Bolt” and first mayor, to Aracoma in 
honor of the Indian princess, daugh¬ 
ter of the famous Chief Cornstalk. 

The Legislature In 1907 changed the 
name to Logan. 

The land area of Logan County Is 
456.82 square miles In the sixteen 
workable seams of coal, It Is estimat¬ 
ed their are more than eight billion 
tons. 

An unusual natural phenomenon Is 
Lost River In Hardy County. The 
source of the river Is several springs 
near Brock's Gap, south of Lost River 
post otHce. After it attains consid¬ 
erable size, it disappears Into subter¬ 
ranean passages and flows under 
Sandy Ridge, and reappears several 
miles down the valley as the head¬ 
waters of the Cac&pon River. Near 
Ih In spot Is found the celebrated Alum 
R4K?k which exudes pure alum. This 
is collected and used locally.

“The people’s government, made b f 
the people, and answerable to the 
people.” And Theodore Parker, a 
noted preacher and abolitionist, used 
a similar expression In a speech on 
•The American Idea.” at the New Eng¬ 
land antlslnvery convention In Boston; 
on May 29. 1850. He said: "A de¬ 
mocracy—that Is a government of all 
the people, by all the people, for all 
the people.” But the expression be¬ 
longs. to Lincoln because he gave U 
to the world on a historic occasion 
and In a finished form. The poet 
IxnveU said: Though old the thought 
and oft exprest. Tls his at last who 
says it best.”* - Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Crowley, a professional Steami Engl-1 
neer,- has made his home In the com 
munlty for the past 50 years, running 
steam engines most of the time 
These lumber contracts were operat 
ed and sponsored by B M Yeager, and 
II A Yeager. Several different aa* 
mills and stave mills have been oper 
ted on 'Dismal Run 

The first Tannery or old time Tan 
Yard of any consequence, In th» 
Gretnbank community where flrsi 
ehkss upper and sole leather was man¬ 
ufactured was owned and operated 
by Charles P. Brown, who purchased 
Ihe James Townsend patent of 88 
acres, from James B. Campbell In 
the year'of 1850, and erected hi* 
tannery that year. Tills Is on tht 
farm known as the Billy Wooeter* 
place. He kept the tannery In opera 
lion five or six years until he sold out 
and moved across on the North Fork 
and located another tannery which 
was the East end of the Soloman 
Conrad land9. The tannery at this 
place was kept running until about 
the year 187Q. When he quit the 
tanners trade, and followed the stone 
mason trade the remainder of his 
life. He built.foundations and stone 
chimneys all Qver the community 
His old homestead is now owned bj 
his grand son, Walter J Brown. 

Shortly after this tannery went 
out of business George Cuiry sunk a 
Tanning yard In the town of Green 
bank, and the work was later taken 
over by Jas. II. Curry, who was the 
operator and owner for about flfteen 
years and made shoes and harness 
for several years. 

About the year of 1889, S. J. Sut¬ 
ton. F C Sutton and O W. Ruckman 
fonned a co-partnership under the 
tiroi name Suitor), Ruckman & Com¬ 
pany, and erected the largest old 
time tannery In the County. At this 
tannery several hundred hides wou'd 
be tanned, dressed and finished Into 
first class harness and upper leather 
each year for a period of about 25 
rears. In connection with the tan 
nery they made shoes, and heavy 
loglflhg harness for the Lumber Com 
pinles. which was a specialty, are 
still In use in the community. 

Tills tannery was on the lands of 
S J Sutton, who settled on the North 
Fork In the 1870'son a part of the 
Und that was granted to Godllp Hart 
man in 1804 for a sugar camp. The 
Sutton homestead Is owned by the 
heirs of F. C. Sutton. 

The onlv tannery now In this com 
munlty is owned and operated by 
Kerth Snyder, which la located on a 
branch of Duncans Run .

ent as secretary is to keep tl»e min 
utes of the board, and care for papers 
aid documents referring to board 
business. Hie law requires , him to 
Attend meetings, record proceedings, 
write drafts for all bills approved 
and keep a record of them. Tha doc¬ 
ument* and records jf the board are 
slwaje open to Inspection by the eit 
sens of the county, and are audited 
by the tax commissioner's .office 
Annually. 

An advantage of having tlie super 
n tendent act as secretary places re¬ 
sponsibility officially, and that al 
reootds. minutes, expenditures, check 
books, etc. air In the county superln 
endent's cffics, making them easll) 
accessible to the public. 

Section 25 of the county unll lam 
r^crties duties of tiie secretary at 
follows: 

/tiitou all meetings and record Its 
fficlai proceedings In a book kept foi 
that purpose. 

• Record the number of each order 
•asued, the name of the payee* th* 
purpose for which the draft was it- 
iued, and the amount thereof. 

Care for and keep all papers be 
longing to the board, Including evl 
dances o/ title, contracts ai d obtl 
gallons. 

Make a tabular report to the boir^ 
m or before the twentieth day o’ 
luly, annually showing all the sta 
tihtlca and facta r. qiilred . by th< 
blanks furnished by the state super 
intendent of schoo'a. * • - 

Keep the accounts and certify tin 
reports required by law or requester 
by the board. 

Administer the oath to school offl 
cirs, teachers, and others making 
reports 

Exercise such other duties as arc 
prescrilied by law.

WASHINGTON, D. .C.—No form of 
in vest meats'.except Government bonds 
suffered as little loss as deposits* In 
closed banks during tho years 193T32 
33. Jesse H. Jones.. Chairman of the 
Reconstruction - Finance Corporation, 
declared in iV*cent address. 

"A ' point generally overlooked .in 
connection with bank failures* in* this 
period* Is that upon tbk whole, depos 
itdrs In closed banks will get a some 
what larger percentage tbap'hat been 
true toitank failures over a period of 
*ny twenty-five years." Mr. Jones said 
*• Heretofore they have gotten about 
58Cfc. but in these whblesale*bank , 
lugs, my estimate Is that they will, 
upon tho average, get about^5% of 
their doposltj.

Wilson’s petrel, which breeds In the 
Antarctic Circle In the southern sum 
mer, returns North, probably following 
the Gulf stream.

International Date Line 

The International date line is fer 
most of Its length Idci.thnl with the 
180th meridian, and It crosses the equa¬ 
tor nt right angles. For convenience, 
however, and to divide communities ns 
little ns possible. It has been arbitrarily 
fixed some distance either side of the 
180th meridian in several places, Just 
ns we have adjusted the boundaries of 
our standard time belts. Thus the date 
line passes through the Bering strait 
so that the. eastern extremity of Si¬ 
beria will keep the same day ns the 
rest of the country. In Bering sen It 
swings ten degrees vest of Die true 
line so that the Aleutian Islands may 
have the same time as the Alaskan 
mainland. In the South Pacific the date 
line deviates to the east to avoid a 
division of Fiji and some of the Island 
dependencies of New Zealand.—Cleve¬ 
land Plain Dealer.

TO ALL ASSESSORS: 

The owners of Intangible property, 
such as money, notes, accounts etc., 
seemingly do not appreciate the risk 
they are running In falling to return 
this character of property to the as¬ 
sessors for taxation, and 1 write* this 
:eter to suggest that the matter be 
called to the attention of the public. 

The owners of this clasa of proper¬ 
ly run the risk of having twenty-five 
percent of their estate forfeited for 
their failure to return their prop^fty 
for taxation. Chapter 37 of the Acta 
of the Legislature, Regular Session, 
1933, provides that the failure to re¬ 
turn any such property or for that 
matter, any property, for taxation 
shall eubjsct (he person falling to so 
return his property to a forfeiture of 
five percent of the value thereof; and 
It further provides that such forfeit¬ 
ure may be enforced for a period not 
exceeding five years prlrr to the time 
the same Is discovered, with the pro¬ 
viso, however, that there shall be no 
forfeiture for such failure prior to 
the first day Qf January, 1933. 

Under this statute It can be olearly 
seen that If for any five years after 
January 1, 1933, property la not re¬ 
turned for taxation, the forfeiture 
penalty shall be five percent for each 
year, or an aggregate of twenty-five 
percenter the estate. We are col- 
• cling several thousand dollars 
monthly from this source at this 
time, principally from facts developed 
by the appraisement of estates show¬ 
ing property which has not been re- 
urned for taxation. 

The tax rate on thla class of prop¬ 
erty Is limited to fifty cents_on each 
one-hundred dollar valuation, unless. 
In exceptional cases, there Is an ex¬ 
cess levy. The annual forfeiture pen 
alty Is, therefore, ten times the 
amount of the regular tax. This In¬ 
formation should be brought home to 
the people, because tills department 
takes no pleasure In enforcing these 
heavy penalties, but If the owners of 
this class of property persist In evad¬ 
ing taxation, penalties will be Impos¬ 
ed In all cases without reduction or 
compromise.

When we came Ul.P yles Mountain 
thirteen yean ago, a heavy crop of 
mail fell mo>4 every fall, and bands 
of wild hogs roamed the wouda. fat¬ 
tening -m the mast. Almost every 
family had a tow they depended on 
for their crop of logs ' L. K. Gsy- 
lor had such a sow. She farrowed 
in liie woods, while alia was lame 
eoough at times, coming In to eat 
oow and then, she always taught her 
off spring to fear and shun mankind 
She never brought her pigs In with 
tier, and they had to be caught .whHg 
young or shot down like bears when 
they were grown and fat. 

. One year we bought -two of these 
pigs for fall killing hogs They 
weighed about 20 pounds each, had 
long legs, rangy body, black- os tar 
and had. ears that reminded one of 
thaee of tlie elephant We got them 
In tlie fall and set about to tame 
them. By spring we could pel them 
and they would come when called at. 
feeding time, so we turned lliern on 
the range. 

They came up nicely all summer 
for feed, and we could pet them, but 
they gave strangers wide berth. We 
were advised to pen the pigs before 
mast fell, but we thought we had 
I hem so tame that nuts would have 
no effect on them. W e did not have 
a very good crop either so we though! 
to let Hierf fallen on mast and then 
harden the meat with a finish up oi. 
corn. AH this goes to show we diu 
not know our wild hogs. 

J - The heavier the most, the less w* 
saw of llK*e hogs around the fe-t 
troug h They showed up two oi 
three tlxes i week for awhile ami 
then came the week when they failed 
to come In at all. We went out and 
decoyed the pigs In with some corn/ 

The barrow went Into the pen but 
the sow would not go near^it. A* 
It was getting dark, we closed the 
pen and knocked off for the night, 
ihlnklng she would hang around aid 
we could get her In wlien morning 
csiue. 

•We retired, sure In mind that out 
winters meat was In the bag, so (c 
speak. Around 11 o’clock we wer» 
awakened by a might? noise at tin 
hog pen. As fast as we could aiovt 
the hogs were faster. When we goi 
there, the hogs were across the run 
and taking up the mountain. Giving 
their boo boo, they vanished In tin 
night. In effecting the release of tin 
penned barrow, the sow had rippeo 
with her mouth Inch boards from 
the door os if It were so much paper. 

We were advised to shoot the hogs 
on sight but did not like to do llisi 
as we wanted more meat on them. 

Our Idea was to catch them with 
dogs when the snows came. When 
the first snow fell we gathered a 
crowd and started Ing hunting, with 
the community's hrog shepherd doR 
to do the catching, lie had a- num 
ber one record as a stock dog and ho? 
catching was right up his alley, to 
use a slang phrase. 

The hogs were Jumped on 8eebert 
Ridge, and went down In Chicken- 
house in a big laurel'patch. The dog 
was put after them and he took tin 
trail on high. I do not know wnxi 
happened down In the.run where the 
dog came up with the hogs but I do 
know there was a mighty fo*s going 
on, and before we could get down 
there we met the dog coming back 
faster than he had gone down. Both 
hogs were nipping at Ills tail. When 
the hogs saw the men they turned 
back Into the laurel' out of sight. 
That dog hod a look on his face that 
said there were two things he hated, 
and wild hogs were'bolh of them. 

The b rrow was never seen alive 
again, qut the sow was seen a yeai 
later with s x forty pound shoats with 
her. No one arout.d here ever saw 
them afterwards. It was said the) 
had their stamping ground over on 
Rock Bun and in the Burnside Ridge 
country. 

A year or two after the hogs pulled 
out of these woods a lot of tlie neigh 
bora wire over.on Burnside Ridge 
after an old sheep killing bear. Ern¬ 
est Burr had taken a stand on the 
pohit of a big ridge during the drive. 
Just about as he was giving up hope 
of a break coming Ills way for a shot, 
he heard a big animal coming around 
the side of tlie ridge, lie got a 
glimpse and it looked like a bear. It 
was as big as one and as black as one, 
but a bear should have come down 
the ridge Instead of around the side. 

Friend Ernest did not know what 
it was, but he had a way to find out, 
so be pumped a magazine of 30 30's 
when It came Into his sights. When 
they run by Ernest everything Is over 
but the skinning. When he examin¬ 
ed his kill he was surprised to find he 
had a 500 pound hog. Allred Dean 
and Woods Gaylor Identified It as our 
hog uy the ear mark. 

While they were discussing how 
they were going to get the meat out 
of the woods, a man came up on the 
hog's track He ,wos surprised to 
find they had killed It, He said he 
had followed it the day before and 
all that morning. They gave him 
the head for his troub e, and cut out 
the rest of the meat and carried It to 
an eld Ik use on Henry Burr's place. 
We went over the next morning and 
got a ham and a side and divided the 
rest among the gang 

Woods said lhe ham he carried 
seemed to weigh 100 pounds. It was 
fat as mud, but oily. The hide was 
a thing of beauty, block, glossy and 
slick. 

Most of the wild hogs went with 
che-iinut I do not know whether 
tliere are any left on Rock Run or 
not. If they are ail gone, probably 
that fellow wlio was tracking the 
big one could tell us something about 
them. —John Scott.

Dogs Bred Down to Make 

Them Fit at Houoe Pet* 

Two dtigs came over wlih the I'll- 
rrlins In Hie Mayflower and landed In 
1*1)111011(11 In 1020. writes A. B. Mae- 
tonsld'ln Hu* Kansas City Hiar. In tlie 
more thau three centuries thnt have 
pa seed stne-e then, dogs have multi¬ 
plied nnd kept right up with the In 
crease and spreud of the white race on 
this continent. 

For many years the dog In this 
country was n hunter or a wntch dog, 
itnd lived outdoors. But, with the In¬ 
crease of c|tles nnd towns the hulk of 
our |M)puhitlon crowded Into them, 
nnd tlie dog hern me largely a pet, liv¬ 
ing In the home, looked upon as a 
mernl»er of the family. 

This led to the widespread breeding 
down of lhe large dogs of the out¬ 
doors to make them small enough for 
house i»ets. and also to the Importa¬ 
tion of the smaller dogs of Europe, 
such us the Hennau dachshund, so low 
In height that women of the house¬ 
hold often called him an "under the- 
bureau" dog. 

Professional dog trainers say that 
the two most Intelligent breeds of dog» 
are the German shepherds and the 
French poodle*. For more than 2.0U0 
years poodles, popularly called 
"French." although they probably 
originated lu Germany, were the trained 
dogs seen In the strolling shows 
throughout Europe. 


Origin of Military Salute 

• The origin of the military salute Is 
not definitely known. It was supposed 
to have bet?n the practice In Borne at 
the time of Julius Caesar for an in¬ 
ferior to raise the palm of the hand to 
the front of his cap to show thnt It 
contained no dagger. This was be¬ 
cause assassinations were so common 
In those days. It has been suggested 
that time nnd custom have modified 
this to the military salute. 


Brasil’s Devil's Isle

The strain on the cable caused the 
dead eye of the anchor to open al 
lowing the cable to pull loose from 
the “dead man" on the shore. For 
safety purposes a small boat was al¬ 
ways towed behind the ferry. This

Immediately afier the Armtetl'*e, 
steps were taken to write Into law a 
sound military policy for this country 
the first time In our history that the 
civilian administration had really 
backed such an effort. The National 
Defense Act of 1920 became law un¬ 
der a Democratic President and a 
Republican Congress, so that it may 
fairly be called a non partisan policy 
for the g< wkI of the nation. This 
National Defense Act of 1920 for the 
first time gave the United Slates a 
a military policy under which the 
professional solclhrs could plan to 
minimize disaster, confuslpn and 
waste upon the outbreak of war.

The Fed¬ 
eral army left their camp on Cheat 
on December 12th and marched all 
day and night to the Top, Alleghany, 
hut on that day a -aomparty of the 
Fifty-Second Virginia, had been dis¬ 
patched to form an ambuscade on the 
road now between Durbin and Bar-1 
tow. When the advance of The Fed¬ 
eral army came up thev were tired 
upon by the Confederates, ten men 
were killed and many were wounded; 
the confederates then withdrew and 
reached Top Allegnany that night. 
It was In this engagement that the 
old Confederate soldier, William Slay¬ 
ton was wounded and crept off In the 
brush to die,-but was found two days 
laler by his comrades while searciUng 
for missing soldier.*; their attention 
wa.s attracted w* a point In the woods 
by soip.e one singing a good old hymn. 
When found, they were • told - be 
thought lie. w Juld sing a “Hlgham" 
before he died: hut he recovered and 
lived for many years. According to 
Federal reports they had 17H0 sold bos 
who marched To the forks of the road 
at Bartow and then separated. A bold, 
half Of them >narched down to lhe 
Ureenhank road and • was piloted 
through th* woods by John Sla ton 
to evade the blockade on the Green- 
bank Mountain road, and jeachtd the 
lop of Buffalo mountain, west of the 
battle Held; the object was to fall In 
the rear of the encampment The 
battle was scheduled to take place 
near daybreak.

They romp on tlie wheat, hog. po 
tato and oilier subsidies through 
which Ihe New Deal lias under writ 
ten tlie faim Industiy, and thus 
saved the basic business of tlie coun¬ 
try from bankruptcy.

he had nc money to pay for. You 
know. 1 have holy horror of burning 
corn as fuel. 1 heard muttering* of 
strike and revolution even among 
the conservative citizens of tlie black 
corn belt: these actually took form 
in the more radical population of 
further western states. 

I remember tlie ninety million dol¬ 
lar loan to stay a great bank in Clil- 
gago, which went by the board re 
.•aidless, and the government is still 
out part of Its money. I remember 
the half a billion dollar stabilization 
contribution to fix the price of wheat 
after It had passed from the hands of 
the farmer. The price of wheat went 
down regardless. I recall helping dis¬ 
tribute a thousand or two barrels of 
flour from this wheat to relieve the 
distress of tiip hungry In Pocahontas 
county; 1 guessed It was all right.

By oozing down to the first table 
and keeping my ears open 1 was able 
to pick up and memorize epough 
slock remarks so ^hat by being care¬ 
ful not to butt into the same victim 
twice, I was able to make the round 
of the various tables in a right credit¬ 
able manner until 1 ran into County 
Agent Dorsey. I am not so sure that 
he is an overly go63 farmer as he did 
not seem unduly impressed with my 
remarks, nor did he seem to believe 
all that *1 told him, but he took it in 
good humor—and laughed. 

Well, it was interesting to me, and 
of course more so for those who know 
their cawn and ‘taters. There were 
a4ew of the prettiest ears of popcorn 
that I ever saw, and some exception¬ 
ally large ears of other corn. Ten 
ears exhibited by J. G. Sharp measur¬ 
ed just about twelve feet, the ten 
ears being the product of five stalks. 

Mr. Sharp told me that ho had 
counted the grains on a few ears and 
found the average to be 960 grains 
to the ear. Multiplying this number 
be ten we have 9,600 grain?. A 
pretty good yield from five grains of 
seed com. 

Ernest White planted two ears of 
this s$me kill'd of corn and busked 
out ten sacks—twenty bushels of 
ears, in spite of the,dire predictions 
of 1932. This corn, along with the 
hay cut from the streets of New York 
would help feed the family cow, and 
would furnish more • or less feed for

It is told of him, lie used for 
fuel only fallen limbs and otl»er down 
stuff, saying he would needlessly 
destroy no tree so long as he knew 
his kinsmen in the old country suit 
ered cold from lack of a sufficient sup¬ 
ply of fuel; that America In time 
would too know want from reckless 
timber destruction, and to appreciate 
this blessing only after It. bad taken 
flight. All I can say of ibis man’s 
somewhat exaggerated but good ex¬ 
ample Is that his sons thought not of 
it, took the cash and let the credit 
go by sacrificing timber for grass 
regardless 

In mi Greenbrier Valley we have 
the white pine belt to the east along 
the Alleghanles— a boundary of the 
finest northern white cork pine set 
down in the middle Appalachian, 
and nobody has yet found out why. 
I can only say, soil and climatic con¬ 
ditions, and let It go al tl at. Tills 
great stand of pine was reported 
back north by Yankee soldiers who 
campaigned through here in the war 
between the ifa'rs. Between this 
pine belt and the t.reenbrler River is 
the white oak reg.uii. Here the hol¬ 
lows grew hemlock, and the pooler 
flats and ridges were covered with 
yellow pine of superior quality. 
More than forty years ago the south 
ern pine beetle played havoc with 
tills good tree. 1 remember being 
take/; to a high mountain to look out 
over the Greenbrier penlp’aln and to 
see vast stretches of country brown 
as a sheep skin from the dead pines 
This tree was superceded by the oaks, 
soft maple, hickory, and where the 
ground was too thin for better spe¬ 
cies of trees, chlnqueptn oak and bull 
pine. Tibs Is the country I have 
seen on fire as far as the eye could 
reach, and this lire to burn out un¬ 
checked by human efforts except by 
backfiring to protect farms* This 
was a country of the soft tecture 
white oak, which was past its prime 
by perhaps fifty years even in my 
earliest recollection. There is the 
the old English saying of the oak. 
that it thrives for five hundred jears 
and fails for a like period. Here we 
had better say, our soft texture oak 
thrives for a century and fails for 
that length of Time. As for the age 
of trees, It Is a matter of surprise to 
some to know how near an age are 
the predominating trees of a virgin 
forest. 

West of Greenbrier River comes 
the limestone country. Where best 
stands of walnut cherry, ash, sugar, 
linn* cucumber, and such like grew 
Tills land was so desirable for g r ass, 
little timber comparatively remained 
for the commercial lumberman to 
put upon the market, after I cto 
re member. 

I live on the sunny side of the 
Black Forest, and 1 know It is of 
these defectIble woods Superintendent 
Wood expects me to speak to the 
children of the city of Rich wood, 
who dwell ir. its westward shadow 

Here grew the black spruce on 
high mountains, with inspersed rid¬ 
ges of hard woods. Here was and Is 
the home of the bear and the deer, 
the wild turkey and the grouse. Here 
were clirystal cold streams In which 
there were fish. 

Away back about 1810, word came

Charm of Its Many‘Years 

\VHb -mII Its modern business, Lon¬ 
donderry retirtm irtt the charnr of Its 
Iiii in)reds uf years. locally .It Is 
known us Derry, having been named 
for the/’Qutfen oHOMn'i daiigldvr, fulr 
Daire.” The prefix was .added when 
James I granted the lapds about Derry 
to the city of London, says Uie Chi¬ 
cago Dally News. 

The Indignant Irish pledged them¬ 
selves to Inclose Derry within walls 
to preserve Its freedom and Irish Indi¬ 
viduality. The ancient * walls still 
Marnl, girdling tlie middle of tile bill 
on. which the city is built, though 
Londonderry Itself has long since 
spread beyond tlieir cotiUttcmeiiL The 
wide walls are more than n in He In 
circumference, hut have only seven 
gates, so that ouc must make quite a 
Jaunt to find n passageway through 
them. 

Londonderry Is the site of the abbey 
founded hy Columhn, one of Ireland’s 
greatest saints. In-the distance, on 
aiy^Jicr high hill, looms the alideiit 
slrqnglitdd of the lords of Tyrone, 
which both St. Columba and St. Pat¬ 
rick are said to have visited. Here, 
too, the massive stone wall still stands 
though the old castle has disappeared.

of the name W a toga the eiiphpneou* 
name of our dtste Park. Well It N 
Indian, and I would say Cherokee 
Indian, though we are a hit north of 
tbe main sphere of Influence of Mils 
once mighty nation -Shawn** and 
Iroquois were main contenders and 
scourges when the break across the 
mountains to the western waters was 
made by the whites. 

I have heard tell that Watoga was 
the Indian name of Greenbrier River: 
the French explorers called It Ron* 
ceverte. In the 1740’s the name be 
glna to appear In the Virginia rec¬ 
ords aa Greenbrier/ In the ltt50's 
Batts and Fallam In their exploration 
of Woods River— ths New—may have 
passed the mouth of Greenbrier on 
their way to the Falls of Kanawha, 
where they recorded the rise and fall 
of the tide and distinctly saw the 
white sails of ships on the Pacific 
ocean 1/ they saw the Greenbrier 
and named tbe river, I never heard 
tell of It. The name Greenbrier 
comes from the running, thorny vine 
which still thrives In these parts. 

A scholar once told me the-mean¬ 
ing of the word Watoga Is starry 
waters—that Is, waters In which flie 
stars are reflected. The clear placid 
pools of the Greenbrier do.* that thing 
to perfection, too .regardless of wheth 
er the word means that or not. 

The northern boundary of Watoga 
State Park Is Chicken house Ridge. 
Authorities differ as to whence comes 
the name There certainly was an 
early settler from New England by 
the name of Chlckener, and Ills bones 
are burled on Chlckenhouse Run. 

There Is tradition that In the sport 
Ing days of a century and more ago. 
when cock lighting was popular 
among the hot bloods, a cocjc pit was 
maintained on Chlckenhouse,. as a 
half way meeting place for the dead 
game sports from Huntersville and 
the sporting gentry of the Little Lev 
els. 

Another Is that an old timer, to 
attract wolves, foxes and wild cats to 
his traps, penned a loud crowing roos¬ 
ter on this ridge. 

»Another Is that the name Chicken- 
house was given because the I hick 
pine forest was the gathering place 
for miles a/otlnd for wild turkeys, 
wild pigeons and crows to roost of 
nights. 

Pyles Mountain is the back boh e of 
the park area. Some lime previous 


to the American Revolution two 
brothers by the name of Pyles came 
from New Knglsnd. snd took up the 
mountain by tomahawk survey; the} 
Crown wss not making land grants 
«esl of the mountains Straight Eng¬ 
lish In name, there wan tradition In 
the family that they had come origi¬ 
nally from Holland. And an they 
lutd- -with the rest of the Pilgrim 
fathers, mothers and children sought 
refuge In Holland from persecution 
as Puritans in Old England. Thmos 
to America. .* 

* The Pyles land embraced much of 
the area, which Is now Watoga State 
Park. Why they took up the moun¬ 
tain in preference to rlclier. Matter 
grans lands to be had for the taking 
lias been wondered at if I read tbe 
sign right, those men knew about 
what we are now pleaned to term .air 
drainage; and If they were to raise 
grain In this frosty land, they must 
go high on a mountain for a fruitless 
belt. For a generation or two the 
seed corn for tills whole region came 
from the Pyles plantation. 1 have 
thought too, the great white pine for¬ 
ests of tl at mountain reminded them 
of their home country, New England, 
then so far away. 

The geologist will tell you that 
Pyles Mouutaln is one of a series of 
even crested short ranges separated 
by gaps which streams have cut t) 
the Greenbrier. Thee rests of these 
ridges rise rather uniformly with an 
elevation of approximately 3400 feet. 
Tlie* are In most cases capped by the 
Berea conglomerate, sloping gently to 
the west. 

• Watoga State Park Is in the middle 
of what the Indians called the End¬ 
less Mountains. It Is the beginning 
of the Folded Mountains though the 
slope of the rock, layers of lids moun¬ 
tain are gentle. 

Much of the burr Valley--Laurel 
Creek drainage of perhaps fifteen 
Hpiare miles—Is embraced In the 
Park area. The name Js for General 
Frederick burr, one of Napoleon’s sol 
dlers.^who came to America and 
Pocahontas County, when Ids Emper 
or was sent to St Helena. 

Laurel Run Is about eight miles 
long; drains a territory of over twelve 
square miles, and has an average fall 
of 150 feet to the mile. 

In burr valley occurred one of the 
last attacks upon a man by wolves 
in the 1 MHO’s a pack of wolves chased 
a deaf bry, Henry Pyles He report 
led the occurrence thus: "In moun¬ 
tain—three wolves run—Henry 'climb 
tree."

The name U from the salt lick on 
the strand of Greenbrier River, near 
Camp Seebert. I never had this deer 
lick pointed out to me; It was out of 
my hunting territory anyway. 

So far as 1 know, the particular 
part of Pocahontas county in which 
Watoga State Park lies never suffer¬ 
ed Indian raid and massacre. The 
reason may tie that It was east of the 
dead line marked by the Warrior’s 
Road, War Path or Seneca Trail J 
'Phis road; now followed In a general 
way by the Seneca Trail—State Route 
24-- protecte<l the border of the In¬ 
dian Domain, under traaty with the 
Crown as of 1722. . West of this loadj 
for thirty years the settlers were 
raided time and again. Of course I 
know of the war made op the settle¬ 
ments of the James River country be¬ 
yond the Alleghanles, hi the guess 
may be too that those who settled in 
and around what Is now WatogaState 
Park were not bothered because they 
were east of the War Path. 

‘Tills Warrior’s Riad stretched a 
thousand miles—from Seneca Lake 
In New York to Northern George. 
Garrisons were mainalned at forts 
along the way. J. Fennlmore Cooper 
writers of It In l.ls Leather Stocking 
Tales. The term war path comes 
from It. 

On the beaver Creek side, soldiers 
went to the Revolutionary war. In 
September I7M4, William Sharp vol¬ 
unteered under Capt. Charles Lewis 
In an expedidlou against the Indians 
on the Muskingum In Ohio. There 
was no engagement; the Indians gave 
up their captives; Sharp got home in 
March. He al*> served seven )e:us 
In the Revolution from the Point 
Pleasant campaign of the Hummer of 
1774, to Ills discharge In Apill 1841.
